ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 30. — The trial of Stead, 
•ditor of the Pall Mall Gazette, and the 
other defendants in the Arinstroug ab- 
duction ofwe, was resumed to-day. Justice 
Lopes, replying to a question from the 
jury as to when the case would end said 
they might as well ask the date of the day 
of judgment. Charlo.s HubboH, counsel for 
the defence, intimated that Iho defence 
would close thoir side of the case on 
Wednesday next. Mrs. Rebecca Jarrett, 
one of the prisoners, then continued her 
testimony. Mrs. Jarrett, being pressed 
by Justice Lopes to anawer curtain queii- 
tions during croas-exaraiiiation, swore that 
Mrs. Armstrong allowed her daughter to 
go with her for immoral purposes, with- 
out having any idea as to what amount of 
money she would get; denied having con- 
ducted herself immorally with the hus- 
band of Mrs. Anno Broughtoii, but'ad- 
mitted having sent him an immoral mes- 
isge. Justice Lopes cautioned Mrs. Jar- 
retCiPjaintt no* testifying honestly, and 
Mri." Jnrrett admitted that her letters 
contained falsehoods, and said Mr. Stead 
gave her ten pounds to secure Eliza. She 
believed that the "Lilly" of thu Pall Mall 
Gazetter'a story was Eliza Armstrong. 
Mrs. jJitrrett is breaking down under 
orosB-ezamination.

WOl^IEN WUO GO WEST. 

Tli«y Want to Teaoli and Cook, 
But are W^orriesl Into Matil- 
, nioiiy. 

(Itc-d l!( n,r(\V. T.) Correnpondoncs N. Y. Sun.l 
When the census of this town was 
taken last month it was found that 
there was a- ])opulation of 378, includ- 
in'T 29;5 nmlcH, sixty niarriud women, 
ono widow engaged, two niuids engaged 
and the rest cliildren. More "tlian two 
hundred of the uieii arj V)aohelor8, rang- 
ing in age from -23 to 50. Red Bend 
is some distance from a railroad, and it 
has been a very dlBicult matter to get 
young wornou to locale hen:. Mo.st of 
the girl.s who coniu into tliiH region 
stop at Yakima, or gotluuice to the 
larger towns south of lien'. 

When thu bxhooUiouse was ljuilt the 
Directors advertised in various Terri- 
torial papers for a teacher, and the first 
one who presented liersclf was employ- 
ed. She hutl not been at tlir desk more 
than a fortnigbi before she wiis marri- 
ed to a slurekci'iifr named Klversoii, 
who was about the best looking young 
mail ill the town. She resigned her 
place, but consented to serve until lier 
successor had arrived. One of the young 
women with whom the committee had 
been in eorre.spoiulencn was found dis- 
engaged, ami in the course of .'i iiioptli 
she iriinslVrred herself to Red Bend 
and took cbarj^e of tlie school. She was 
a tolerably homely woman somewhat 
advanced in years, but she too, was led 
to the altar in less than a iiiontli, and 
gave up the school as lier predeee.s.sor 
bad done. 

Once again the place was tilled, and 
things went along smoothly for a whjie. 
About that time JNlcCrinn, the tavern 
keeper, imported a servant girl from 
Portland and pat her at work in liis 
kitcken at a salary of .?(! a week. Mr--. 
McGinn was not verv lu ty, and lier 
husband found tliat liie only way in 
which keeping hotel was imssible was 
for liiui to have eilicii-iit female help. 
He had had serious trouble in getting 
anybody to come, liut the wages that 
he oHered (inally induced the girl spok- 
en of to accept the Job. She had no 
more than learned the ways of the 
kitchen before two or three young men 
began to hang around the back door of 
the tavern. McGinn was equal to the 
emergency. He watched, matters for a 
day or two, and, bi eoniing convinced 
that the 8chool-hou.se ( pisoiles were to 
have a repetition in bis own kitchen, 
lie got u gun, and just as a yoiiug man 
appeared at the linck door the next 
evening after supper he jumped out on 
him. 

"What do you want hcrel" ho asked. 

"iSrothing," said the fellow, coloring 
up a little; "nothing much, ■! was just 
calling on the girl in here. She's an 
old friend of my family, and 1 look in 
once and a while to see how she's get- 
ting on." 

"Well, I'm a friend of your family, 
too," said McGinn, "to the extent that 
I don't \^ant to kill you, hut if vou 
don't keep away froni here I'll murder 
you. Now you git.'" 

The youth slunk away. 'J'he next 
day the giri was niiasuig from tlu; kitch- 
en, and 'ate in the afternoon it was dis- 
covered that she had married the young 
man. The same day the .school mistress 
announced her resignation, and as Mc- 
(Jinn was on the warjuitb with his gun, 
the lea<liiig citii-.ens made up their 
miiuLs that a crisis had arrived which, 
would re(iuir(^ a good deal of statesman- 
ship to bridge ove^. 

That eyepipgj ^vhsn the Sphool Oom- 
mitteo ipet tp consitter things, Mr. 
hjlder, the chairman, naid he had an 
idea wiiieli he. thought might bi^ worthy 
the attention of his a.ssociates. He pro- 
|)osed that in the future all ."cliooltcaeh- 
era should be made to sign a bond not 
to raftrry before the end of the term. 
The ideiEt was accepted, but, fearing 
that the conditions might make it im- 
possible for then) to gel. a woman 'r.io 
the town, they said nolliing about iIkmii 
to the one with wlioiu tbey opoiUMl ne- 
gotiations. She came on; anU after de- 
ciding Io takeitlie place was informed 
of the contract which hIib would have 
sign. To this she indignantly declined 
to accede. The school nominittee was in- 
exorable, and so was .she. She saiil she 
would leave for home in the morning. 
The committeemen looked at one an- 
other to see if anybody was w(>akeniiig, 
but no one £iji|)earecl to be willing to 
giye in; so it was decided tliat she 
would have to go. This |)nrticular girl 
was young and vivacion.'^, and when 
she Btiirte<l otf with .School Director 
Beebe for Yakima the whole town 
wished she would stay. An hour lali^r 
Beeipe drove into town with the girl 
still in his wagon, and to the people 
who gathered around the vehicle witii 
(juoHtiona besaidt 

"The fact is, we've decided to get 
married. She didn't want to go back 
and I didn't wapt tn have her gp. 

■ ;|!A'c^-ybody felt tliat I^eehe plfty- 
pd foots on everybody else, but there 
was potlijng to say. 

At the next meeting of the commit- 
tee, which Beebe did not attend, Mr. 
Elder again had an idea which he 
wanted to submit. He said that in 
view of what had liajipened it occur- 
red to h.ini tliat Red ]5pnd had great- 
ness within its grasp. "iso^\" hp con- 
tinued, "I'pt up pyergtopk. tins market 
with Bchoolraa'ams and servant girls. 
Advertise for them every wiiere, offer 
big wages, and hire all that come. 
We'll" get anough after awhile to go 



around, ami when we do it we may 
have a few on hand." Tiie suggestion 
discussed at considerable length, and 
finally adopted. The Soliool board de- 
cided to hire ten teachers, and twenty 
of the married men in town agreed to 
take twenty- five .servant girl.s. The ad- 
verti.sements brought ininy ansvei-.x, 
and in the course of time the town be- 
gan to till up with young women of 
every description. As they arrived they 
.vore assigned to different families, and 
liefore a week had passed there were 
more marriages on foot (liauthe preach- 
er could keep track of. Thu ex|)oriineiit 
has been found to work splendidly, and 
as the only sohoolma'aiu in town now 
is said to be &n the point of niarrjing, 
it is thought that the same device will 
be resorteil to again. Si.x girls have 
married out of McClinn's kitchen, and 
during the last twelve months there 
have been fourteen teachers at the little 
school. The present incumbent is a 
grenadier from Michigan, and the com- 
mittee think she will last some tiuie.

TWU STATEMENTS THAT WON'T 
FIT. 

A few days ago the Knights of Labor 
passed a resolution, the fuU text of which 
is as follows: 

ReAolvid, That this a3.senibly of tlie 
Knights of Labor joverely censures Tlte 
Colonist newspaper in the action it has 
taken, in trying to mislead public opinion, 
regarding the existing condition of British 
Columbiii, and its etatoinont that pros- 
perity and happiness roif,'i); while in the 
majority of cases there are only poverty 
and dissatisfaction; causing many to break 
up comfortable humus in the ca.stern [Jro- 
viucea and journey liero to participate in 
the good times thus deceitfully said to ex- 
ist, and in many cases marring their pros- 
pects for happiness in this world for life. 
Many have come and returned at ciinaider- 
able oxponao. Many have come and being 
without the moans to return, have been 
thus compelled to swell the ranks of the 
poverty-stricken. 

This resolution was published in the 
Times. -We 'naturally demurred to it. 
Nothing had appeared in Tlie Colimid to 
justify this implied "censure;" and the 
statement "that only poverty and dia- 
satiafaclion" exist here is an untruth. 
Wa said then, as we take occasion tn 
now, that the condition of the aver.igo 
workingman in British Columbia i« in- 
finitely supuriur to that of his fellow 
workman in Kiigland; wo denied then, 
and we now repeat the denial, that "only 
poverty and diasatisfaetion" prevail 
hero. While it would bo unwise to 
publish articles that would induce a rush 
of workingmen to the coast, it is dis- 
graeeful to niisfepreaent the condition of 
matters as the resolution of the 
Knights clearly did. Wo have said that 
the resolution of "censure" appeari.'d in 
the Times. Now let uh see how far the 
Times agrees with the tenor of that resu 
lution. On Thursday evening it under- 
took to discuss tl'.e relative condition of 
the workingmen of England and this 
country and remarked : "Under present 
conditions there is no hope for their (iho 
English working claasea) elevation to a 
higher plane. They are born [mor, and 
from the time they con begin to labor un- 
til they sink into their graves they do 
nothing more than realize a miserable ex- 
istence.

technical objootiona raised in the con- 
vict's behalf feas thus been dissipated, 
and the verdict rendered at Retina three 
months ago remains undisturbed. The 
only plea now left to lliel'a frieods la the 
one of insanity. It is alleged that he is 
a monomaniac on certain subjects, the 
victim of delusions regarding religion and 
his so-called mission to eacabliah a repub- 
lic on the Saskatchewan. But the jury 
which, under our system, is the sole 
judge of such questions, could not be 
convinced, either by the . arguments of 
counsel or by the expert teatiinony pro- 
duced on hia behalf, that the prisoner, 
when he took up arms and planned the 
Indian rising, did not know tliiit he was 
doing wrong; on the contrary, their ver- 
dict of "guilty" implied that they found 
him a free and responsible agent, who had 
wilfully broken the law. As it is not the 
province of the executive to leview the 
finding of juries on questions of fact, 
unlesn now eviJenco has in the laeaiitimi! 
come to light — and il is not [irotonded 
that such a thing has h qqieiied iiere — it 
follows that the verdict cannot now be 
challenged on the ground of the prisoner's 
insanity. The Mail conoludes with the 
following significant words: And we pre- 
sume that the sentence of the court will 
bo duly carried out, and Riel executed 
for his crime.

GENERAL M'CLELLAN. 

The death of (leneral McClellan, one 
of tho nuny previously obscure men who 
came to the surface duiing the civil strug- 
gle in tho United StatoK, was umixpected 
and must have given his friends a severe 
shock. He was only ill two weoka, of 
neuralgia of the heart, and when he died 
he was believed to be getting better. 
General McClellan was born in Philadel- 
phia December 8, ISi'd, and was a West 
•Point graduate. lie .■served with distinc- 
tion in Mexico and resigned his coniinis 
sion in 1857 to accept tho piLsition of rail- 
way prSeident. At tho opening of the 
civil war ho was made a major general . 
After the defeat at Bull Hun he was called 
to Washington and placed in command 
of the troops in that region, (ieiieral 
Winfiold Scott resigning in Movoinber, 
18G1, MctJIellaii was appointed geiieral- 
in-chief of the armies of the United 
States. During the year that he was in 
command he met with a number of re- 
pulses, although successful at Vorklov.-ii 
and Antietam. 'I'lie dissaf iafactioii with 
delays in pushiiur forward was .so great 
that lliially, on November 7, 1802, he was 
8U[X)rceded by Ucneral Bumside. After 
this McClellan took no further part in 
the war. In November, 1884, he re- 
signed Ilia position on becoming the dem- 
ocratic candidate for president, but re- 
ceived only 21 votes, tho remaining 212 
being cast for Abraham Lincoln. After 
the election he went to Europe, where he 
remained until 18(18, and then, returning 
to the United States, resumed his prac- 
tice as an engineer. Uo was in charge of 
the Stevens floating battery, which had 
been for many years in course of oon- 
struction at Hoboken, oppusite New York, 
but which subsequently proved to bo use- 
less. Ho was superintendent of docks 
and piers in tho city of Now York until 
1872. From 1877 to 1881 ho was goyornor 
of New Jersey. Since 1881 he has been 
president of a projected underground 
railway in New York city. He has pub- 
lished a "Manual of Bayonet iilxorcise," 
mainly a translation from the French, 
but adapted for the use of the United 
States army, 1862: a volume of govern- 
ment "Reports on the Pacific Railroad 
Survey," 1851; "Reports on tho Anaies 
of Europe, " 1801; "Report on the Organ- 
ization and Campaigns of the Array of the^ 
Potomac, "_18G1; and several other papers 
on military subjests.

I know any 
quantity of men who, if thoy had the 
money thoy have thrown away on whisky, 
could drop their tools and take it ea.ny for 
the rest of their liven. 

Coining hack to the TiineG iind what it 
says about "the niiaorablo" British work- 
man aa compared to those in America, 
there ia no truth in that. The "grub" in 
England is the best in the world and 
cheap at that, and as for cheap aiiauau- 
ineuta of all kindj America can't Imlu a 
candle to it. My experience ifi that a 
British workingman has more fun in a 
month than you can find in Amorica in a 
year, if you travel all over it. 

What got my monkey up most is the 
ignorant cheek of the Times in saying 
that "intolligonco and educati.i.i," ;)r;^iiJ--» 
"a thousand other advantages, are nil un- 
known to hib British brother." Tho col- 
umns of the Times point, tiio other way. 
If such letters as "A Knight," "R..ider- 
inio" and others are snecimon bricks of 
the iiitoUigenco of the S'letorla wofking- 
niaii I ani-Bure that ho is away beliiml h>H 
British brother. The LoikIoii tiaiJe-. 
unions would soon bottle up such ciaiiks 
aa those I have mentioned, who ditliL;ure 
and make ludicrous moveraoats which 
have for their end the moral and niaterial 
improvement of the working classes.

Now, as to education, not having a f:'.iii- 
ilylcan't speak from persDiial knowledge, 
but a mate of mine, who has, often says 
tliat the Victoria public school is not as 
good as tho London board h«1i.ii)1.s; lli.iL 
the government .''[ionda plenty of inonoy, 
but that tlio teachers are a poor loi, mo.st 
of them being boys and girls who have 
never been trained to teach;, tliat the dis- 
cipline is not good; that when spelling or 
at any other time the meaning of words 
is not taught, and that although his hoy 
can spell words of o-lx Byllablea from a 
book, when ho comes to writw a fuw sen- 
tences many of t!ie short words ii;'3 
wrongly spelled. If this ia so the Tiaici' 
cannot brag ,ibout educa,tion being so 
very suporior here to what it is in Eng- 
land for his British brother.

The trial of Mary Adams for tho kill- 
ing of ftlat-tin Archibald, of Huntingdon, 
Hastings county, as previously noted, was 
brought to a close on Monday by the 
acquittal of tho prisoner It will bo re- 
membered that Archibald broke into the 
houHe occupied by Mrs. Adams, and in 
the struggiB which ensued he was mor- 
tally wounded by Charles Adams, a young

CIIIMESIS, RESTRICTION ACT 

Discussetl Jby tlie People. 

A public meeting was held last night at 
the city hall, Coun. W. A. Robertson in 

the chair. 

Mr. Duval, in taking the platform, al- 
luded to the violation of the Chineao re- 
striction act, and ita utter itielbciency as 
at present applied. He then read tho 
resolution: 

preamble and besoltttion. 

Whereas, tho act restrictinc tho en- 
trance of Cliiuoso into British Columbia, 
passed at tlis laat session of tho dominion 
parliament, is being llagrmitly violated by 
the issuance of certificates to Chinamen, 
who send them by mail tu their cniiutry- 
mon who have never been in British 
Columbia. In one ca.se in particular a 
certificate was nbtainetl by Ah Tung for a 
Chinaman (named Wang Tang Chaw, Do 
years of age,) on October iJ, ISSo, and 
aoiit tho Biiine' to I'ort Towiisoud. And 
other cases have coino to tho knowledge 
uf the citizens of Victoria that some of 
the aforesaid fraudulent certiQoates have 
been brought tu the notioo of the collec- 
tor of customs of Victora, and that tho 
said collector does flatly refuse to perform 
his duty in prosecuting tho parties, who 
are amenable under aaid act to a heavy 
penalty, and has thereby made himsolf a 
party to the fraud and has been guilty of 
criminal neglect of duty in not assuriug 
himsolf of tho fact that the aforesaid Ohina- 
men were residents of this province and 
were leaving the dominion before issuing 
said curtifiuates. 

That we condemn the entire syatein of 
granting certificates to Chineao leuviuK 
this province, as the greater part uf them 
who leave here for Ohina do nut intend 
to return, but their mifttora are believed 
to t.ike th.eir certilicalus , in order, by that 
ineaiia, to iiilr.iduce other Chinamen to 
this province, as it ia almost iniposaihle to 
identify tlio Chinamen who obtained the 
certificates. 

And further, the cu4uctor in the port 
of Victoria having no sympathy with the 
uiiforcoment of the act, does refuse to 
funiish any iiiformalion to tho citizens of 
Victoria with regard to the issuance of 
aaid cerliHeatos, whereby tlioy might ma- 
terially nasist in detecting and piiniahing 
tho crimiiiaia, and that tlierefure the 
aforesaid restriction act ia a mockery and 
a farce. 

Therefore be it resolved, that tho citi- 
/.ons of Victoria, in mass iiieeiing assem- 
bled, do protest iigainst audi a iLigrant 
broacli of public faith on the i)art of the 
dominion government, as their conduct, 
from the passage of tho act, has shown 
that they (uily passed tho measure to tritle 
with tho best interests of the province, as 
the following facts will prove: 

First — When tlie "act" went into force 
there was no provision made for ita en- 
forcement until after eighty Chinamen 
had arrived here from the United States, 
whereby tho revenue was defrauded of 
Ih') sum of S-IOOO. 

Secondly — The douiinioii government 
appointed the collector of cnatums of the 
port of Victoria, to discharge tho duties 
of controller, as provided tho act — a 
man notoriuusly opposed tu any anti- 
Chinese legislation, and who would not 
dare to set all law at defiance had he hot 
strong support. 

Lastly — Had the dominion govormneiit 
meant to carry out in good faith the pro- 
visions '.'f the act thuy would have ap- 
pointiid a ctiirtroller and interpreter, us 
provided in the act, who were in sympa- 
thy with the people of thia province. 

.\nd be it further resolved, that copies 
of tho foregoing preamble and resolutions 
be forwarded to the trades unions of 
Canada. 

1 le said he was prepared to prove that 
any Chinamen could procure certificates 

from the collector of cuatonis. Ho would 
like tho latter to tell him how a Chinese 
doctor, resident for two years in Seattle, 
could after staying luiro for two weeks 
get a cortitioate, also two Ciiineao who ar- 
rived on the laat San Frauoiscu ateamer 
furnished with oertifioates bearing dates 
which showed how it was impoaaible for 
them to have been brought from China. 
One of our monihors of tho IJ.iniinion 
giiverninent liaii represented tho violation 
of the act to the collector but had got no 
aatiafaotion. A member of tho anti-Chi- 
nose aasdciiitioii b,id also gcnie to him in 
tho expectation of being refuaeu infunna- 
tion and insulted into tlie bargain — and 
he had not been di.^ai)pi)intcd. jLiiugh- 
ter, I If an uH'K'ial ii; ,iii i iiiportaiit poai- 
tion was au eaten up by pride and ignor- 
ance that he could not treat hii fellow 
men with ordinary decency it was high 
time he waa removtid from hia place and 
made to siilTar tlia cnnseiiuence of his 
criminal negligonce. [ Applause | He 
then passed on to tho spirit of torbear- 
ance shown by tho working men in all 
agitations that had taken place ),!er,3, and 
instanced how the ^oyerpincnt in iiing- 
lijnd had boon o'oinpellnd to givo the peu- 
ple the right to hold public uieetin^;H in 
liydu Park, while here they wore refused 
permission to earn an honest living. Ho 
alluded in deprecatory lorni.s t(j re|)orts 
the city newspapers gave of the lute do- 
iiionstration at Seattle and other foreigt^, 
agitations, as being cnndetiaau in such a 
ni iiinei'aa lo fail to show tlio s]iirit in 
v.hich such a'lriirs were cmnUioted, aii.l 
thill Sdoli papers were ajivays one siiled 
and intlupeudent only in imagimiiion, 
Worlking man oonld only lock for jusiico 
by organiaation. The Knights of L ibo • 
iiiinibnred 200,000 in Canada and milliona 
south of tho boundary lino. [Ap- 
phuLie.] Vet tho ivuighta were not the 
enoniiua of capiti^l dyii(iai\det( 
the light J|!\vtj'un equal vpit;i3 with it 
ou a fair, lionost basis. "Agitato, organ- 
izo, educate," \va9 the motto of thia or- 
ganisation, \Yho8e Bulit object was the 
auieliofatlmi of the conditioiiof the work- 
ingmau generally. There was too uuicii 
indift'orenco ou tho part uf tho maaa gen- 
erally in taking action, but this would not 
last forever. (Sear). Tho day was com- 
ing when n better statu of. Ihitiya would 
prevail. Along the broadening road oi' 
history the Belf-asaertion of tho [jeoiile 
had maiiifoated itself. But anatioii could 
not live on moinoriea of the paat, and the 
people would liavo to strike again for free- 
dom and show themselves a people that 
would never be supplanted by slaves. 
(Cheers). The latter would havo to go, 
for the supremacy of the ^.tiion race, as 
lillihu litirtitt hac^ predicted, was a certain 
reault in future history. (Applause) 

Mr. McClimont, in seconding the reso- 
lution, said that a law not backed by pub- 
lic opinion waa iio(. lYorill lht> paper on 
tyl^i(;h it vaa mtii tun — which waa the 'v,i",6 
wlih lilo QntiOhinoso law. (Ap- 
plaurte), "I doii't mean that you are 
not in favor of tho spirit of this act, but 
tho clnases who rule you are opposed ti it 
and they scorn and sco^ at it, i^nd vrill 
c.ontinuQ to c|q ap lentil yon organi'/.o and 
i]iake them respect your rights. " (Loiid 
iipplauae).

Whereas certiticates h ivo been iasuod 
to Chinamen in thia city for their friends 
in the 1,'nitod St.atea, which ia a direct j 
violation of the aul ; and whereas these 
certilicatea are being iaaued to Chinamen | 
who cannot again be identified, thus en- 
couraging fraudulent impersonation as any 
Chinaman could use the certiticates tfiue 
issued; and further, as the cuatoina au- 
thorities, who hive been appointed to 
carry out tlu! net, dn iiijt and will not en- 
force the act. Tlierefere be it resolved 
that wo respectfully rupiest the Dominion 
government at Ottnw'.i to appoint with as 
little delay a9< poasible a controller who 
shall havi- I be solo control of the carry- 
ing ,mt of the C!ii:it;3e restriction act, so 
that the aniiiggling of (^hiininien into thia 
province at present g<iing on may bo pre 
vented. That conies of these reaolutiona 
bo forwarded tti the minister of custuma 
andSir.Kihii A M udonuld. 

Mr. HingliioM, in seconding the resolu-

T. Williams moved that con- 
aidering the largo number of white men 
now out of employment with a prospect 
of an increaae in their number that em- 
ployers of liihor be urged to discharge 
their Chinamen. 

Seconded by Mr. Illatdiett and carried 
also uinimimonsly. 

Mr. Wilby sungeated that it bo brought 
to the notice of the admiral that Chinese 
were employed in tho naval yard to the 
detriment of niiniy unenyph'yed white 
men — his owi. ceuntrymen . 

The nieoting then adjourned.

Inquest on I lie Body. 



John Hicks, who waa found shot under 
such mysterious circumstances on Wednes- 
day laat, died yeaterdaj' morning at the 
house of Captain MofTatt. It was at oncQ 
decided to hold an inquoflt, and accord- 
ingly at i! o'clock yeaterday afternoon Mr. 
Edwin Johnson (coroner) and a jury con- 
sisting of Messrs. W. Gordon, H. Brown, 
Captain Urquhart, J. Braden, W. Mc- 
Kaon and L. Becker procpoded to the 
abovo-montioiiod house to view the body 
and hear tho evidence. 

THE INtJl'EST. 

Captain Motlitt, being duly sworn, de- 
p ised: "Tho b idy tho jury have just 
seen is that of John Hicka, an Eni;lisli- 
niiin by birth and about H5 years of ago. 
My knowledge of him does not extend 
over a iiioiith. He had been married 
a imo three weeks, and had since been ou 
a trip to Portland and Salem — a wedding 
trip — and returned about a week ago. On 
Wedneaday evening last 1 returned home 
at about 8.110 o'clock, and found 3Ir. 
Hicks just leaving for town in a carriage. 
I liud no conversation with him before ha 
left, the last time I aaw him to speak to 
being at the dinner-table that evening, 
when he appeared to be in good spirits. 
He was contemplating going away to 
England, and h;id li.xed his departure for 
the next day, 1 Wiisaitliiio ui the dining- 
room about twenty minutes to 10 tho same 
evening, when Mrs. HJjJ<3 went out on 
tho verandah to aoe^iMier husband was 
coming. She i^imediately returned in u 
condition of great excitement, statiiii;she 
waa sure there waa something rough tak- 
ing place outaido. 1 went on the veran- 
dah, followed by^wo or three ladies who 
wero present, and heard some peraon 
aluiuting out very loudly, and two ahocs 
wero fired in quick succession — apparently 
iflstol shots. 1 rushed to my bed- 
roimi, aei/.ed my revolver, and hur- 
ried to the scene of tho disturb- 
aiice. Theru I fiuind a peraon 
lying on the gnnind iihiioHt in front of 
Laaculles' window, on the opposite side of 
the street. 1 asked tht» proatrale person 
who he wai, and his answer was, "It's 
me." I ask( d ugain, and ho replied, 
"Hicks." 1 aaid, "What in t!ie name of 
goodness are you doing here/ ' whereupon 
he told mo he had been shot through tho 
body and robbed of everything ho had. 
I callod to Laacelles to come, and then 
knelt down and took Hicks' head on my 
knee. While I was waiting there I heard 
a peculiar noiao juat behind me; and look- 
ing up saw a great tall titruro, but did not 
know exactly who it waa. 1 jumped up 
and asked, and received the reply, "Cope- 
land," and the man aaaistud me to get 
Hicks into the house. I hurried out w vh 
Oopeland with the intention of going to 
town for a doctor and to notify the police; 
but Franklin, whom 1 mot, agreed to go, 
and 1 returned to tlie house. Tho ovor- 
00(11 which decenaod wore was a black ono, 
and. was coiiaiderably dirty with mud and 
clay. Doceaaed appeared conaiderably 
excited, but talked coherently and was 
perfectly aober, ao far aa I could judge. 
He.told me ho waa coming along when hu 
waa jumped tiy two men Vi'ho ahoi him 
and rubbed him of everything he had. I 
noticed that hia watch waa missing — that 
ia, hia watchguard was hanging looae. I 
have not the least idea what money he had 
on him; whether ho hiid any at all, except- 
ing tho two or threu didlars which wero 
found in hia pocketiii looaecliango. I know 
nothing at all about his money matters. 
I was remarlvably surprised to hear uf his 
being robbed of auch a largo sum as $2,- 
OOQ— that is, to hear that any persoij^ 
sheuld bo ao silly as to pack so much 
money about with him at all hours 
of the nioht. 1 was not surprised 
to hear that ho poascssod that aum. As 
far aa I know he waa a man of remarkably 
quiet diapositicn and very tomparato, ap- 
parently. I never noticed anything 
strange in hia manner or anything to in- 
dicate wertknoaa of mild or trouble. 
Neither do I know whether ho possessed, 
any revolver of ! is o,vn; I never aaw one, 
nrr did I ever hear that ho had one. tlo 
never made any previous statement to 
me . 

Six. Uradon — The time it took me 
to get to tho pliico whero tho man waa 
lying was iibout two minutea fri#m the 
timo 1 heard tho two shuts. He spoke 
perfectly plain to me; two shots were 
all I heard. 

To Mr. Becker — I do not know whetl^^i; 
Mra. Hieka said she heard n sho^. 

To the coroner — 1 hoard no hin'tyinij 
footstepa. The luouey found upon the 
person of t^ie decoiised v/aa in ono of hia 
pi^nia' pocket. This purae wa.i n'ven to 
mo by somebody (buckskin purse produc- 
ed; also hat and vest ) When 1 first saw 
the hat there were apparently marks of 
burning upon it. (The witness then do - 
scribed tho markd upon tho hat "\ I sup- 
pose from the singed p,j:iviea ranee that tho 
pistol must havo ijeen plagod clogy to tho 
hat. V don't know; who tnulre^sed tho 
djCcaa^ed. 'I'ho hoi',; in the veat was ap- 
parently prinluced by a piatol ball and I 
Btuv upoiii it wliataeevued to he burnt pow- 
der. When tho electric light shines it re- 
Hecta upon the windowa hero, but it ia of 
very little use so far as lightino the atreot 
is ooncorned. Hicks stated that after h& 
was attacked one of the two men jumped 
ovtr the fence into the field. 

Tho timo boiiio p in, the examina- 
tion n-a.i juniponcd until i) a. in. to-diiy 
r,t iiio City Hall, The jury nftorwarda 
viiiited the spot whoro deceaaed waa found 
and also tho plaou whore the piattjl was 
found^about forty feet from the road, 
jn a field,

by a reporter one day recently nl a Chi- 
nese temple on "Waverly Place, will bear 
description. The gardian of the temple 
was just sounding a barrel ahapcd drum 
suspended from a wooden framework. 
Having evoked a few dull, rolling sounds, 
he wakened Die echoes by piUlinira mass- 
ive bronze bell hangimr underueatli. 
Then taking tho sticks of incense, ho 
placed a mat on the Uoor before each 
idol, on which ho knelt, first bowing 
down with hands joined, and then raising 
them above his head like tho priest ele- 
vating the liost at mas.s. 

He then pci fornied the kow-tow, which 
consists of knocking the bead against the 
floor six times before miuor idols and 
nine times before major gods with great 
rapidity and violence. Tbo iMongoliau 
devotee fulfills his religious task with no 
half-hearted zeal, making tho floor 
vibrate again as ho introduces his head to 
it The thought would naturally occur 
that this would bo rather trying even to 
an opium-befogged Chinese cerebrum;
